Drawings

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

4. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S:C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Grubb 
(WO 00/49721). 
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Regarding claim 1, Grubb discloses a WDM optical communication system (fig. 1 
and 2), comprising input means and output means for an optical signal (14, fig. 1 and 2), 
an optical fibre path connecting signal-transmissively said input and output means (28, 
fig. 1 and 2), wherein the optic signal is amplified by means of Raman amplification and 
said optical fibre path comprises at least one Raman amplifier (12, fig. 1, 2, 3, p. 10, 
lines 32-38 and p. 1 1 , lines 1-6), further comprising WDM means for coupling at least 
two polarized pump radiation wavelengths with wavelengths less than the signal 
radiation wavelength into said Raman amplifier (36, fig. 3, p. 11, lines 29-38 and p. 12, 
lines 31-33), characterized in that one pump radiation wavelength has a selected 
different polarization with respect to the polarization of the other pump radiation 
wavelengths (p. 11, lines 35-37). 

Regarding claim 2, Grubb discloses that the Raman amplification is a distributed 
Raman amplification (p. 6, lines 14-18 and p. 7, lines 12-29). 

Regarding claim 3, Grubb discloses that the Raman amplification is a localised 
Raman amplification (p. 6, lines 18-21 and p. 7, lines 12-29). 

Regarding claim 4, Grubb discloses that at least one pump radiation wavelength 
has a polarization which is orthogonal with respect to the polarization of at least one 
other pump radiation wavelength (p. 11, lines 29-38). 

Regarding claim 5, Grubb discloses that the polarization of the pump radiations 
of the lower part of the pump wavelength band is orthogonal with respect to that of the 
upper part (p. 8, lines 28-35, p. 11, lines 29-38 and p. 18, lines 1-10). 
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Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Mollenauer (US Pat. No. 4,881,790) is cited to show an optical communications 
systems with Raman amplification of the signal radiation comprises a broadband pump 
radiation sources and polarization maintaining optical fiber as the transmission medium. 

Baldwin (US Pat. No. 4,570,081) is cited to show an isolated pump in a double 
pass pump Raman oscillator and optimum conversion of pump energy in a Raman 
oscillator and amplifier.
